Hawaii Dash Is Longest 
Cver-Water Leg of 27,- 
000-Mile Experimental 
Flight Around Globe. 


OAKLAND, Cal., March 17.— 
(AP) — Amelia Earhart’s speedy 
monoplane, bound for Honolulu on 
a 27,000-mile flight a round the 
world, led two other ocean-span- 
ning planes across the Pacific to- 
night toward a new American con- 
quest of the air. 

The aviatrix and three male com- 
panions, who left here at 4:37 1-2 
p. m. (6:37 1-2 Atlanta time) roar- 
ed toward the one-third mark in 
their 2,400-mile flight to Hawaii, 
leaving behind two Pan-American 
clipper planes which preceded them 
into the air. 

Four hours after Miss Earhart*s 
$80,000 flying laboratory soared 
away into a clearing sky, her hus- 
band estimated she was 700 miles 
on her route to Hawaii, 

Miss Earhart’s speedy plane, after 
taking off from a 1,897-foot run, 
quickly overhauled the slower Pan- 
American clipper, which took off 20 
minutes ahead of her for Honolulu 
en route to New Zealand on a sur- 
vey flight for a new trans-Pacific 
commercial link.

700-mile estimate, expressed some 
worry over the apparent speed his 
wife was making. 

“If my figures are right she bet- 
ter slow down,” he said, “or she'll 
be in Honolulu before dawn.” 

Clipper Leads Takeoff. 

As sunshine broke through clouds 
the 26-ton Hawaii clipper led the take- 
offs, leaving at 3:06 p. m. (Pacific 
standard time) for Honolulu and Ma- 
nila with seven passengers, one of 


them a woman, and a crew of eight. 

The 25-ton Pan-American clipper, 
on a 7,000-mile pioneering jaunt to 
New Zealand, followed at 4:19 p. m. 

Miss Earhart said good-bye to her 
husband in a navy hangar and with 
a smile at the small crowd of spec- 
tators raced to the waiting plane, its 
crew of three men already aboard. 

A  7,.000-foot runway. recently 
drenched by rain, lay in front of Miss 
Fiarhart but she “gunned” ‘her heavily 
loaded ship and it left the ground 
in a remarkable short time with 
George Putnam, her husband, speed- 
ing after it in an automobile. 

She circled the field and passed out 
toward the Golden Gate along the path 
taken by the two clippers after rising 
from San Francisco bay § waters 
near by. 

Captain Edwin C. Musick, pioneer 
in commercial ocean flying, was at-the 
controls of-the Pan-American clipper. 

Each of the three planes was bound 
first for Honolulu.

Militant, blackjack-carrying _ sit- 
downers held eight Chrysler plants at 
Detroit early today, openly defying 
a court order directing them to vacate 
the premises at 8 a. m. yesterday. 

Twenty thousand strike sympathiz- 
ers milled in the streets around the 
auto shops yesterday as corporation 
and union officials continued their 
fruitless conferences over the union de- 
mand for exclueive collective bargain- 
ing rights. 

To Governor Murphy's veiled warn- 
ing that “there is obviously an end to 
this policy (of tolerating sit-down 
strikes) if orderly government is to 
go on,’ Homer Martin, auto union 
president, replied ‘sit-downs will cease 
when the conditions that produce them 
no longer exist.” 

“We have means te enforce respect 
for public authority. and we propose 
to. usé them with proper vigor if need 
be,” Murphy declared later. 

Murphy, seeking to avert violence ae 
he did in the recent General Motors’ 
strike, sét up a committee to conciliate 
the present dispute and pave the way 
for a legislative program to dispose of 
future conflicts. 

Martin indicated the union would 
ignore the arbitration board, stating 
“auto workers have had tragic expe- 
riences with such boards.”

Appeals Court Ruling 
Makes Georgia Sole 
Field for Expansion. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—(4) 
Georgia became today the lone state 
in which the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, the government’s’ gigantic 
power plant, can increase its sale of 
electricity. 

In making that ruling here today 
the United States fifth circuit court 
of appeals—next to the supreme 
court in power—touched on one of 
the problems now being argued in 
discussions of President Roosevelt’s 
court reorganization plan. 

The circuit court had to decide a 
case in which two lower federal 
courts, one in ‘Georgia and the other 
in Tennessee, had issued contradic-

Senate President John R. Spivey 
ruled an amendment by Senator Roy 
Thrasher, proposing to make the driv- 
ers’ license law a part of this act, out 
of order, and a motion by Senator 
Thrasher to defer action on the bill 
was lost, as was_also an attempt by 
Senator James J, Flynt to have the 
vote on the Thrasher motion reconsid- 
ered.

Repre- 
sentative Cogdell, of Glynn county, 
said he was not in the house when 
the bill passed, being in Brunswick 
cn account of illness, and declared 
ihere is only one concern operating 
“to any extent” in preparing crab 
meat in Georgia and that this concern 
is in Brunswick.

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Here Are the Principal Features 
Of Repeal Bill Passed Y esterday 


If State Votes Favorably on June 8, Counties Desiring 
Legalized Liquor Sales Will Then Have To 
Hold Own Elections. 


Principal features of “‘the alcoholic 
beverage control act” passed by the 
state house of representatives yester- 
day are: 

Referendum. 

Date, June 8: Method of determin- 
ing result: popular vote; questions on 
ballot: 

“For legislation and control alcohol- 
ic beverages.” 

“Against legalization and control 
alcoholic beverages.” 

Certification of returns from each 
county must be made to the secretary 
of state within three days after the 


election. 
Local Option. 

If state as a whole approves the act, 
10 per cent of voters in any county 
could petition the ordinary for a spe- 
cial election, which he would have to 
call within 30 days from the time of 
receiving the petition. The ordinary 
would have to advertise the election 
in the official gazette once a week for 
two weeks. 

Question on ballot: “For local op- 
tion;” and “against local option.” 

Act would become effective i@ any 
county voting for local option 15 days 
after the election. 

Sale Restrictions. 

Sale of spiritous liquors on Sunday 
would be illegal and would constitute 
a misdemeanor. 

Sales would rented to minors, 
to persons “notiéeably intoxicated,” 
or to habitual drunkards and violation 
would constitute a misdemeanor. 


Shipments of liquor into counties 
which vote against local option would 
be prohibited, as well as shipments 
into cities where ordimances prohibit 
the sale of liquor. Shipments could be 
made through the counties or cities, 
however, where the destination of the 
liquor is a point beyond the city or 
county banning alcoholic beverages. 

Licenses and Taxes. 

Manufacturers: $1,000; wholesalers, 
$500 ; retailers, who would have to sell 
in packages only without drinking on 
the premises, $200. Before securing a 
state license, the retail applicant 
would have to show a license from his 
municipality, or from his county if 
his place of business is outside a 
municipality. No licenses could be is- 
sued under any circumstance in any 
county where the act had not been 
voted upon favorably. 

Excise taxes: Liquors imported in- 
to the state, 80 cents a gallon; liquors 
made within the state of state-grown 
products, 40 cents a gallon. On im- 
ported alcohol, the tax would be $1.60 
a gallon, and on state-made alcohol, 
80 cents a gallon. Manufacturers and 
wholesalers would pay the tax in the 
first instance by affixing revenue 
stamps to containers. 

Local licenses: Counties and munic- 
ipalities would have power to levy 
any license fees they deemed proper 
against wholesalers, manufacturers or 
retailers, provided that no person do- 
ing business in a municipality could 
be required to pay a county tax also, 


DREAMS COME. TRUE? 
WRITES MISS. EARHART

creditably I should not be disap- 


pointed. 
27,000 - Miles, 

If the flight is gompleted its. over- 
all distance will total about 000 
miles. Its route as planned totches 
five of the six continents—Europe 
alone is not included, 

Many months have been devoted to 
preparations. For such a flight my 
ship and its equipment are probably 
as competent as can be obtained un- 
less a special craft were designed. All 
concerned have tried to safeguard the 
project as thoroughly as circumstances 
permit. 

But at best it does contain elements 
of hazard not reckoned in every-day 
travel. For instance, I cannot expect 
the hourly weather reports pilots have 
become so used to on the airways 
here; I shall have neither directional 
radio beam nor beacons strung out 
along the route every few miles to 
guide me: I shall be cutting corners 
in a part of the world in which I 
know neither the topography nor the 
climate. However, were I to choose, 
I should always see unknown places 
from the air, first. 

While the chief reason for the flight 
is my personal desire, nevertheless, I 
want it to be a thorough-going check 
of modern equipment. I expect to keep 
a log of what happens to personnel 
and. machine under various conditions. 
Records, be they of success or fail- 
ure, can do much to safeguard subse- 
quent flights. 

First Stretch of Journey. 


The first stretch of the journey, 
the Pacific, offers special problems. 
In three hops the Electra and I must 
cross more than 6,500 miles of water. 
On two of these stretches there is no 
land whatever, and all the way no 
landing fields except at my objectives. 

It is not good sense to try such a 
crossing without the aid of celestial 
navigation. On two previous ocean 
flights and from Mexico across the 
Gulf, I’ve “dead reckoned” and made 
my land fall. But I was aiming at 
continents, not small spots of land in 
the mightiest ocean. 

Hawaii, 2,400 miles from Califor- 
nia, would be hard to find by this 
method alone. Howland Island—di- 
mensions, less than a mile by two 
miles—1,800 miles further on, would 
be a fantastically tiny target.. To 
take, every precaution to find it, I 
have four means. One, dead reckon- 
ing (which is simply the estimate of 
position based on an estimated speed 
in. a given direction maintained for 
a definite time); two radio bearings 
from ships at sea and shore stations; 
three, a radio directional finder in my 
cockpit; four, celestial navigation. So 
far as my experience goes I believe 
a lone pilot cannot take an accurate 
sight at will, airplanes being the com- 
plicated mechanisms they are today. 
So I have asked Captain Harry Man- 


ning, an old friend of Mr. Putnam’s 
and mine, to be navigator. ° 
Talked Navigation. 

My first meeting with Captain 
Manning was when he was skipper 
of the United States liner on which 
I returned after my first flight across 
the Atlantic in 1928. On that trip 
—my first steamer crossing of the At- 
lantic—he talked navigation to me. 
We agreed that some day, when the 
chance came, we would team up on & 
flight. Now, eight years later, he 
still wants to ship on such an aerial 
voyage and [I still want him to. 

The plane has been fitted with spe- 
cial windows for his work. He has 
a good-sized table to hold necessary 
charts. Three Omega chronometers 
—the same type as used on Balbo’s 
mass flight from Rome to Chicago— 
are beside the table, shock mounted 
on rubber. Other ‘‘chart-room” equip- 
ment includes altimeter, airspeed and 
drift indicators, pelonus and compass. 
Captain Manning will have access to 
any part of the plane, for a cat walk 
over the large gasoline tanks connects 
the cabin in the rear with the cock- 
pit. These quarters do not compare 
with what he has on a large Atlantic 
liner, but he assures me they will do. 

“Advanee Story.” 

This is the first time I have ever 
tried to write an “advance story” of 
a flight. In aviation, talking before 
one has anything to talk about is un- 
usually poor policy. So many things 
can happen before the take-off to 
change a plan of action, or even cause 
complete abandonment of the entire 
venture, that most pilots prefer to 
play owl and say nothing. However, 
this time there are obligations and as- 
sociations which, perhaps, justify a 
foreword, despite these disadvantages. 

To begin with, I should tell how 
and where the present project started. 
Pilots are always dreaming dreams, I 
think. After being just a passenger 
on the Atlantic flight of 1928, I want- 
ed to duplicate the crossing alone in 
my own plane. I pursued the dream 
of a solo flight for four years before 
it became a reality in 1932. One 
ocean led naturally to another and two 
years later, through hard work and 
planning and generous help, the op- 
portunity came to try the Pacific. I 
felt, after that, that I should try no 
more long flights without more than 
one engine—faultless as my single 
Wasp motor had proven. 

Full of Ideas. 

However, I did not know where to 
find the tree on which multi-motored 
airplanes grew. Such trees are very 
rare indeed, and the fruit thereof far 
beyond the average pilot’s pocketbook. 

I though of a hundred things I 
could do with a new plane. I was 
so full of ideas that they spilled over 
and Mr. Putnam had to listen to my 
burbling by the hour. Not only did 
I want to make a longer flight than 
any I had attempted before, but I 
wanted to test some human reactions 
to flying. Very little is known about 
this important subject. 

The industry has been so busy on 
mechanical problems that the effects 
on personnel have perforce been neg- 
lected. I am interested in finding 
out whether one kind of food is bet- 
ter than another during short flights; 
that is, the effect of altitude on metab- 
olism. Also I should like to know 
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the rate at which fatigue is induced 
by the myriad .instruments a modern 
pilot must use. What will stratosphere 
flying do to creatures accustomed to 
the dense air of lower altitudes? Are 
men and women different in their re- 
actions to air travel? If so, how? 
And so on, and so on, and so on. 

For more than a year I have been 
pleasantly associated with Purdue 
University as a periodic faculty mem- 
ber. Purdue is a forward looking in- 
stitution, building an important avia- 
tion department. It is one of the few 
universities in the world with its own 
landing field: 

One day last summer President 
Edward C. Elliott asked my husband 
what most interested me beyond im- 
mediate academic matters. Mr. Put- 
nam, a practicing believer in wives 
doing what they do best, is an ap- 
proving and helpful partner in all my 
projects. So he divulged my sup- 
pressed pilot’s yearning for a bigger 
and better airplane. Not only to go 
to far places further and faster and 
more safely but essentially for pio- 
neering in aviation, education and 
technical experimentation. 

So, in due time, I came into pos- 
session of my “flying laboratory.” Its 
purchase was made possible chiefly 
through the Purdue Research Foun- 
dation aided by such friends as J. K. 
Lilly, Vineent Bendix and others, 
mostly within the aviation industry. 

If happily after the flight a bal- 
ance remains from the initial gifts, 
or others to come, it will go to a 
permanent fund for aeronautical re- 
search at Purdue, which has been set 
up in my name. 

Plans Changed. 


I had intended to undertake a year’s 
research with my plane first, and 
thereafter plan some interesting flight. 
But circumstances make it appear 
wiser to postpone the research and 
attempt the flight now. 

The “laboratory” is equipped with 
all that is modern in instruments, 
There is a Sperry Gyro-Pilot, an au- 
tomatic device which actually flies the 
ship unaided. 

There is a Bendix radio directional 
finder which gives the direction to 
any selected broadcasting station 
within its range. There is the finest 
two-way voice and code Western 
Electric communication equipment in 
whose installation the Bell Labora- 
tories, under the aegis of Dr. Frank 
B. Jewett, have co-operated. Listen- 
ers in may be interested in knowing 
the frequencies available, which are 
500, 3,105 dnd 6,210 kilocycles. My 
mouth-filling call lettérs are KHAQQ. 

The plane itself is a two-motor, 
all-metal monoplane, with retractable 
landing gear. It is a big brother to 
the two Lockheed Vegas which I have 
used on previous flights. An “Elec- 
tra,” it has a normal cruising speed 
of about 180 miles an hour and a top 
speed in excess of 200. With the spe- 
cial gas tanks that have been installed 
in the fuselage, capable of carrying 
1,150 gallons, it has a cruising radius 
in excess of 4, miles. With full 
load my ship weighs about 15,000 
pounds. It is powered with two Wasp 
“H’’ engines, developing 1,100 horse- 
power. 

All important in the conduct and 
the preparation of the flight is the 
fuel. ‘The world-wide organization of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey and its associates have co- 
operated in assembling information 
concerning the route to he followed, 
and in “spotting” fuel supplies at 
designated points. At certain fields 
scattered here and there, competent 
mechanics have been arranged for and 
spare parts assembled. 

Preparation is rightly two-thirds of 
any venture. Whatever may come 
of my plans, the work of _ getting 
ready has been absorbing and instruc- 
tive. Living with maps and charts 
has certainly increased my knowledge 
of geography. Also I have discovered 
interesting facts about the weather 
habits of various parts of the world. 
I have tracked monsoons to their lairs, 
and I think I know something of the 
coral islands of the Pacific. Whether 
I shall add actual knowledge to book 
learning I do not know. But I shall 
try.

Make Ready for Flight. 
Hours before the takeoff workmen 
smoothed the long field here for Miss 
Earhart’s heayily loaded plane and 
staked out a special runway. 
The big Pan-American Clipper 
planes, being flying boats, needed no 
such preparations. 
Miss Earhart’s husband, George 
Palmer Putnam, and her crew, Paul 
Mantz, Fred J. Noonan and Captain 
Harry Manning, completed last-minute 
details while the famous aviatrix 
rested. 
The undertaking constituted per- 
haps the most ambitious in the life 
of America’s No. 1 woman aviator. 
Although she has flown both the At- 
lantic and Pacific alone, she never 
before attempted the difficulties of 
ocean flying between tiny islands thou- 
sands of miles apart. 
The aviatrix said her course would 
cover approximately 27.000 - .iles, and 
that a base average of 150 miles an 
hour for the distance would total 170 
hours. But Miss Harhart expects to 
do much better than 150 miles an hour 
under favorable conditions. 
With a plane capable of making 


180 to 190 miles an hour cruising

March 17.—(7)\—The rumblings of 
revolt came today from northern Cha- 
har, whence fleeing foreigners car- 
ried the story of a new Mongol 
state seeking to sever itself from 
China under the guidance of Japa- 
nese, 

A Japanese flag flew above the cus- 
toms office 25 miles north of here. and 
separate customs service charges were 
heing made, presumably in behalf of 
the new state—Mongokuo.

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THE SERVICE OF AIR PIONEERS 


There is much of world signifi- 
cance in the fact that, at the same 
time Amelia Earhart, famed woman 
flyer, is taking off from Oakland, 
Cal., on her projected equatorial 
flight around the world, two great 
passenger: ships of the air will like- 
wise start trans-Pacific journeys, 
one to New Zealand and the other 
to Manila. 

The peculiar significance lies in 
the fact that, wheré it not for the 
pioneering flights made by Miss Ear- 
hart and other famous aviators in 
the past, there would probably be 
no giant clippers today preparing to 
inaugurate regular air travel over 
the oceans of the world. 

If Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
had not pioneered the airways to 
Central America and the nations 
still further south, there might not 
have been the regular passenger 
services by air that now link the 
two Americas of the western hemi- 
sphere in closer and closer bonds 
of intercontinental travel by air, in 
commerce, in friendship and in un- 
derstanding. 


If Lindbergh had never crossed 
the Atlantic on that epochal flight 
to Paris, the world might not today 
be anticipating the early start of 
regular passenger planes spanning 
that ocean. Yet, that is the soon 
forthcoming development in man’s 
transportation. 

The unthinking man or woman 
who regards such flights as those of 
Lindbergh, of Wiley Post, of Miss 
Earhart and all the other daring pio- 
neers of the air merely as “stunts,” 
is falling far short in appreciation of 
their tremendous contribution to 
the advancement of science, of con- 
venience, of civilization; is totally 
missing annihilation of distance, and 
of time, they are bringing to man- 
kind as a whole. 

Miss Earhart, as she wings her 
way around the earth’s equator, will 
be mapping the’ course, testing 
man’s mechanical genius and lead- 
ing the way along a pathway of the 
air that, in a few years, will be the 
ordinary, accepted, common course 
of travel. She is breaking a new 
trail for mankind of our day, just 
as the hardy souls in the covered 
wagons of a century ago broke the 
trails that led to our own west and 
to new empire. 

Miss Earhart has flown the Pa- 
cific before. And she can truthfully 
consider, as she sees those giant 
passenger planes taking off for Ma- 
nila and for Auckland, that had not 
she and other brave souls like her 
made those first flights, there would 
be no clippers of the air waves 
starting to follow today. 

The pioneers may seem _ fool- 
hardy. Tens of hundreds of the 
covered wagon explorers left their 
bones to mark in tragic lines of 
white the trails that today have be- 
come broad ribbons of concrete or 
twin lines of. steel. 

To the lonely souls who venture 
far in man’s new element, the air 
the world should render its salute 
of tribute. For without the brave 
leadership of their heroism, there 
would have been no progress in avi- 
ation, the world would never have 
learned to fly. 

To the pioneers in all lines of 
man’s advance, let us signal our un- 
derstanding, our appreciation and 
our thanks.

THE TRACKLESS TROLLEY 

Coming of “trackless trolleys” to 
Atlanta marks what is hoped will 
be the beginning of a.new and bet- 
ter era in transportation in this city. 

It is to be hoped that, after they 
are first installed on the East Point, 
College Park and Hapeville lines, 
steady progress will be made in sub- 
stituting the new type car over the 
various lines in the city. 

Trackless trolleys not only bring 
far greater convenience and com- 


| fort.to the riding public, but con- 


tribute greatly toward the solution 
of the ever increasing traffic prob- 
lem of the city streets. By doing 
away with street car tracks and sub- 
stituting mobile vehicles that can 
travel anywhere on the paving, 
that can wind in and out of traffic 
and accommodate themselves, like a 
bus, to the streams of moving cars 
and trucks, they restore to the mo- 
torized public full use of that wide 
area of our streets which is now 
perforce largely reserved for trolley 
cars operating on tracks. 

The trackless cars, though new 
to Atlanta, have been in successful 
operation for many years in other 
cities, both in the United States and 
other countries of the Americas and 
in Europe. It has been practically 
the universal experience that they 
have worked a revolution in traffic 
improvement. 

Passengers using the new trolleys 
will find it no longer necessary to 
step out into the street, periling 
their limbs and lives in traffic, when 
they want to board or to leave a 
car. The trackless trolley draws up 
to the curb for its passengers to 
step on or off. 

They are far smoother riding ve- 
hicles, running on modern rubber 
tires on concrete, instead of on hard 
steel wheels upon steel. 

And, perhaps as great a contri- 
bution as any to betterment of city 
conditions, they do away with nine- 
tenths of the noise involved in oper- 
ation. Their coming means the end 
to the rumbling of steel wheels on 
rails and an end to that agonizing 
thump which occurs on the not in- 
frequent occasions when the pres- 
ent street car suffers from that dis- 
ease known as a flat wheel.” 


UNICAMERAL LEGISLATURE 

When a Coweta member of the 
present house of representatives 
proposed a one-house legislature for 
Georgia, he was not calling for 
something entirely unknown to the 
state. Representative Dyer, of the 
same county, introduced a similar 
bill in 1935, but even thi Wwas»not 
the first time that Georgians had 
heard of the system. 

The first constitution of Georgia 

—that of 1777—provided for all 
legislative power to be vested in the 
house of assembly. This one-house 
system continued in effect until 
1789, when a new constitution was 
made. 
Nebraska is the only state today 
that has a unicameral legislature. A 
constitutional amendment was adopt- 
ed two years ago providing for a 
one-house assembly and this meas- 
ure has just gone into effect. There 
are approximately 50 members of 
the Nebraska legislature. It is too 
early as yet to appraise the new 
plan. 

Senator George Norris, who _is 
largely responsible for the adop- 
tion of the unicameral system in 
Nebraska, contended that it would 
speed up legislation and that it 
would reduce the number of houses 
from three to one. With a bi- 
cameral legislature, he pointed out, 
there are virtually three houses, for 
most of the highly debatable bills 
have to go to a committee on con- 
ference where the proceedings are 
behind closed doors. The public 
seldom knows what goes on in this 
committee. 

Since the members of both 
houses are elected today by voters 
with the same qualifications, it is 
very doubtful whether more than 
one house is necessary. In the old 
days there were differences in qual- 
ifications for the upper house and 
the lower house—both for those 
who offered to run and for the 
voters. It was thought necessary 
to have a check on the uneducated 
common people. 

Certainly a one-house legislature 
would speed up legislation. There 
have been times in Georgia when 
the two houses were always at log- 
gerheads. If one body proposed a 
measure, the other was sure to op- 
pose it. At one time the Governor 
controlled the lower house and a 
department head had the upper 
house within his grasp. 

The two houses are working to- 
gether today and theré may pot be 
any need for change—certainly so 
long as this lasts. It is well, how- 
ever, that Georgia keep close watch 
on the results of the Nebraska ex- 
periment—and the steps taken in 
other states to “speed up” legisla- 
tive deliberations.

New Ways for Old. 
NEW YORK—The Soviet Union is 
building 10 monster airplanes of the 


model of the destroyer “Maxim Gorki” 
type. I made a trip once on the Maxim 
Gorki, along with 140 other human 
passengers and about a dozen pigs, so 
I have at least an idea of what 10 
such machines look like and what 
they can do. The pigs were taken 
aloft to be dropped by parachtte to 
the earth in the course of a minor 
military maneuver. They were des- 
tined to feed a detachment of the 
Red army which was theoretically 
cut off by a theoretical enemy. The 
joke was, as subsequent investigations 
showed, that the “starving” military 
detachment only got seven of the pigs 
The other five were lost to peasants 
who hid them and slaughtered them. 
There was a lot of ado about this 
“eounter-revolutionary” thieving, but 
the thieves were all caught in the.end, 
for although the authorities seemed 
ready to pass up the pigs, they were 
not so happy about the loss of five 
military parachutes. However, the 
peasants gave themselves away when 
they started to wear new pants made 
out of the heavy parachute linen. 


The amazing thing about the Maxim 
Gorki was its equipment. It had a 
complete printing plant on board, with 
settings for no less than 17 different 
tribal alphabets and, of course, print- 
ers who knew each one of them, one 
of the foreign languages. 


The Gofki’s printing shop could 
set up and distribute 10,000 smali 
newspapers, tabloid-size, in less than 
two hours. I watched them do it. 
The distribution was easy. Packages 
of the freshly printed sheets were 
simply dumped overboard. Then there 
was a powerful radio broadcast ma- 
chine on board that sounded like the 
roll of thunder. 


In the next war, I was told, a great 
deal will depend on what amount and 
what quality of propaganda can be 
brought into play against the enemy. 
His soldiers will be appealed to in 
their own language to drop their 
weapons and join forces with the Red 
army. ‘The Institute for wy 
and Propaganda is turning out hun- 
dreds of “artists” for this radio broad- 
casting job. Over in Spain the Loy- 
alists use this method to great ad- 
vantage. When I was there a few 
months ago, they had powerful loud- 
speakers in the Guaderrama moun- 
tains and got some soldiers to desert 
General Franco every day. 


At last year’s army maneuvers in 
Russia the fight planes of the Gorki 
type pulled off a stunt as marvelous 
as it was daring. M. Pierre Cot, the, 
minister of aviation in the Blum cabi- 
net, who attended the maneuvers 
along with representatives of every 
European state, including 16 Reichs- 
wehr officers, told me that one day in 
a long drawn out sham battle, one of 
the two contending forces picked up 
two divisions of infantry, that is to 
say 42,000 men, with all their equip- 
ment, machine guns, light artillery 
and stores and flew them over to the 
“enemy's” rear, where they were drop- 
ped to earth without a single mishap. 
All this was done in slightly less than 
three hours. 


M. Cot also saw the new strat- 
osphere planes in action, but was 
quite reticent about them, although I 
gathered enough to surmise that ex- 
periments are being carried out with 
these 1,000-kilometer-a-minute planes 
in connection with chemical warfare. 
They are probably trying to see how 
the sprinkling of poison gas from 
above the clouds or the dumping of dis- 
ease germs works for that is the nice 
feature on which every war depart- 
ment in Europe is concentrating for 
the moment. 


_ Whe most startling example of Sov- 
ief flying and parachute jumping I 
Saw came on the occasion of the 
Turkey-U. S. S. R. football match in 
Moscow.

DENTOR SPARE THAT PULP. 


During many years of reading your 
column I have learned a lot, writes a 
Gistinguished dentor, but alas, he goes 
on to explain that he has learned it 
from his experience as a dental sur- 
geon in two large clinics and as a 
consultant in private practice. Still, 
he holds no grievance against. this 
column. “Though irked at times by 
the bluntness” of my style, he has 
found a good deal of horse sense in 
my teachings concerning the teeth. 
He says these teachings have probably 
dispelled much of the pretext and 
mysticism of certain practices. His 
patients often discuss with him things 
they have seen in this column. 

That’s all-I want to know or ac 
complish. 


How it may be with the dentors 
I don’t know. But I know how it is 
With the doctors. At first many of 
them give the merry ha-ha to the 
crazy notions patients quote from this 
column. A little later the doctors be- 
gin to marshal such. “scientific” or 
‘authoritative” views as they can ob- 
tain to convince the patient that my 
recommendation is “dangerous” or 
unsatisfactory.” Finally they quietly 
adopt the radical idea or at least equip 
themselves with some sort of means 
to apply it, and then meet the inqniry 
with an equivocal answer—yes, they 
use that method, but... 


The dentor then offers a suggestion, 
which I pass along for what it may 
be worth, frankly confessing I know 
nothing abont the technical question 
involved. If it were my tooth I’d 
leave it to my dentor’s judgment, I 
think. | 
“We agree that devitalization or ex- 
tirpation of pulps in badly carious 
teeth which deserve retention is the 
only Way open to dentists”—I_ sup- 
pose it will be years yet till some 
good dentor voluntarily adopts the 
name dentor, but I’m going to. kee 
hammering away at it until it sticks— 
though we must emphatically con- 
demn pulp extirpation and the prac- 
tice of extensive destruction of perfect 
teeth for the purpose of bridgework. 
Sooner or later the mutilated teeth 
too have pulp involvement. I- hold 
that devitalization of normal Ip is 
under no circumstances justified. Safe 
cavity preparation for artificial re- 
placement of anterior teeth may be 
necessary sometimes, but for posterior 
replacements never.” | 

Devitalizing or extirpating the pul 
is popularly called “killing the nerve 
or “removing the nerve.” One reason 
why this practice is still common, the 
dentor believes, is use apprentice- 
ships and internships for dental stu- 
dents or graduates, and formal con- 
sultation in dentistry is seldom sought. 

There is by no means unanimity of 
opinion in the dental profession con- 
cerning the fate of pulpless teeth. 
Some good dentors regard such teeth 
as “dead” teeth and think they should 
be extracted before they cause serious 
trouble: from local or focal infection. 
Other good dentors insist pulpless 
teeth are not dead, and think they

These experiences doubtless could be 
multiplied many fold and though I

I trust, however, that the victims 
will keep them truthful so that the 
recital, if any, will lose no force from 
exaggeration. It might be good enough 
sad reading because some men have 
personal pride and make the error 
of resenting inquiries into matters 
which seem too intimate, as, for ex- 
ample, the validity of their marriage. 

This is always a grave mistake, 
considering that the reviewer has free 
discretion to disallow legitimate de- 
ductions and take the victims money 
and make him like it as in the case 
of the $18. 

Certain exempt employes of the city 
of New York have complained of the 
tone of my comments on their exempt 
status, insisting that they are not 
merely exempt but forbidden by the 
good old sacred heritage of the con- 
stitution to pay their share of the cost 
of government. 

That must be a very unhappy situa- 
tion but*up to now there has been no 
organized movement on the part of 
the guest citizens to demand a con- 
stitutional. change to give them the 
same rights. as others. 

And there are no recorded cases of 
such unfortunates computing their 
taxes and sending the money to the 
treasury as donations which is one 
way they could do it if they are

So the leap year in the current civil 
calendar contains one extra day and 
occurs once in four vers. while the 
leap year in the Jewish.ealendar con- 
tains an extra month and.occurs seven 
times in every cycle of 19 years.

Wages, profits and prices—into 
these parts our economic Gaul is di- 
vided. If any one of them is too great 
at the expense of the other two there 
comes eventually a collapse of all 
three. When profits result from prices 
too high or wages too low the sure 
result is a decline in the mass pur- 
chasing power to which mass produc 
ing power must look for its exercise. 
When prices are reduced by eliminat- 
ing profits ot reducing pay rolls or 
when wages are raised by raising 
prices or foregoing profits there are 
equally destructive disturbances to the 
balance between the production ma- 
chine and the consumption one.

OSTEOPATHS PROTEST 


BASIC SCIENCE BILL 

Editer Constitution: Your editorial 
in The Atlanta Constitution on Tues- 
day, March 16, entitled “The Basic 
Science Bill,” attracted my attention. 
This letter is written with a knowl- 
edge of your fairness in presenting 
both sides of a question and with the 
hope that you will give it equal pub- 
Jicity so that our people may decide. 
‘This same bill was introduced in 1927 
and 1929, both times being defeated. 

There is no public demand or neces- 
sity for such legislation. This bill 
is a part of the program of organized 
medicine (American Medical Associa- 
tion) in its nation-wide attempt to 
curb the progress of competitive pro- 
fessions and decrease the number of 
doctors. The Journal of the Associ- 
ation of American Medical Colleges 
in the November, 1936, issue has an 
article entitled “Overcrowding of the 
Medical Profession” by Arthur Dean 
Bevan, M. D. In part he says: “The 
danger of overcrowding the medical 
profession should be presented fully 
and fairly with the hope of creating a 
public opinion which may be of service 
in correcting this condition.” This, 
despite the fact that many of Geor- 
gia’s rural districts are without physi- 
cians of any type. 

This bill as introduced is so worded 
that the members of the Basic Science 
Board ‘ould either be medical doctors 
or men from medical institutions who 
are to pass on the qualifications of 
other professions. This virtually cre- 
ates a medical monopoly and eventu- 
ally would take away from the people 
the liberty of choosing the doctor they 
wish. It would be as just and fair 
to have one religion dominate another 
by law as to have this set-up, and it 
is obvious that the medical profession 
would resent a law which would estab- 
lish, a board of osteopaths to pass on 
thelr qualifications. We understand 
by an amendment the proposed beard 
is. to be composed of members of.:the 
faculties of various colleges, one of 
which is Agnes Scott. The proposed 
bill actually prohibits the appointment 
of any members of our profession 
serving on this board. Certainly, we

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s controversial proposal 
for reorganization of the supreme 
court will be brought home to Geor- 
‘gia voters in speeches to be delivered 
in the state by two figures high in 
the councils of the national adminis- 
tration. 

It developed with some certainty 
today that James Roosevelt, eldest 
son Of the President and a now a 
member of the White House secre- 
tariat, and Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry A. Wallace are planning to 
give emphasis to the court issue in 
addresses they are scheduled to make 
before Georgia audiences. 

The President’s son is booked to 
speak at a “Victory dinner” gathering 
of Clarke county Democrats in Ath- 
ens Friday night, while Secretary 
Wallace will follow him a fortnight 
later at Augusta. : 

How far the two administration of- 
ficials will go in defining the issue 
remains to be seen, of course, but it 
is now pretty definitely determined 
that they both will take occasion to 
dwell on the subject to some extent. 

In the case of young Roosevelt, ar- 
rangements have been made to broad- 
cast his speech over a national hook- 
up. This would seem to indicate he 
plans to hit the issue rather hard; 
otherwise there would seem to be less 
reason for the national radio program. 
No word has been forthcoming yet as 
to whether similar facilities are to be 
provided for Mr. Wallace. 

The President’s son proved his met- 
tle as a convincing stump_orator by 
the ardor of the campaign he conduct- 
ed in behalf the oosevelt-Garner 
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ticket last fall in Massachusetts, 


where he made his home prior to join- 
ing the White House secretarial force. 
According to the stories told at the 
time, he started out as an individual 
crusader when most of the party lead- 
ers were displaying lukewarmness, 
only in the end to find his services 
in demand on practically every plat- 
form where _a Democratic candidate 
for office appeared. He seemed to have 
developed some. of his distinguished 
father’s charm for public address. 

In the light of the close division of 
sentiment on the court question in the 
ranks: of the ‘Georgia con ional 
delegation, the speeches of retary 
Wal and young Mr. Roosevelt may 
be significant. 

Senator Walter F..George, of Geor- 
gia, who has announced his ie Cong 
to the supreme court poll, has ac- 
cepted an invitation to speak at Au- 
gusta before the Georgia iation 
of County Commissioners April 13. 
Under the circumstances, he may well 
be expected to give his views on the 
subject, so that the state may look 
forward to a general discussion of the 
pros and the cons of the issue. 

Arrangements for both the Wallace 
and the Roosevelt speech were made 
by Representative Paul Brown, of El- 
berton, in whose district Augusta and 
Athens are located. Mr. Brown was 
invited to accompany young Roose- 
velt to Athens and introduce him to 
his Georgia audience, but previous ap- 
pointments, involving his appearance 
before congressienal committees, pre- 
vented him from accepting. 

Secretary Wallace’s speech at Au- 
gusta will be before a meeting of the 
Twin-States Livestock Association, 
with some 10,000 school youths sched- 


uled to attend.

Although we think of ourselves 
sometimes as a very young civiliza- 
tion, I know of no better illustra- 
tion of our historic background than 
the story of the origin of the great 
Irish societies formed for charitable 
purposes along the whole line of our 
Atlantic coast. 

You in Boston, celebrating your 
two hundredth anniversary, are the 
oldest of the family. You in Savan- 
nah, celebrating your one hundred 
and twenty-fifth anniversary, are the 
youngest. Celebrating this 17th of 
March are your other brothers—the 
friendly sons of St. Patrick in the 
city of New York and Philadelphia, 
and the Hibernian societies in Balti- 
more and Charleston.

Patrick’s Day—the day that Irish- 
men the world over garner to their 
hearts and souls their tenderest mem- 
ories, recall the ancient glories of 
Erip and renew their allegiance to 
the great apostle of 1,500 years ago. 
Through all the vicissitudes of these 
15 centuries—through tramplings and 
burnings—through war and slaugh- 
ter—in times of plenty or in times of 
famine—lIreland, and the descendants 
of Ireland, have been faithful to the 
heritage of St. Patrick.

MURPHY ORGANIZES 
CONCILIATION BOARD

conciliation and arbitration of labor 
disputes in this state.” 

20,000 Back Strikers. 

Even as he convoked a conference 
of invited representatives of many in- 
terests, some 20,000 sympathizers 
shouted from the streets their support 
of sit-down strikers defying a court 
injunction designed to evict them from 
Chrysler Corporation automobile 
plants here. 

The strikers, members of the United 
Automobile Workers of America try- 
ing to enforce demands for exclusive 
bargaining rights, waved black-jacks 
and displayed signs such as “Give us 
liberty or give us death” and “Evicters 
keep out” on factory gates as they 
waited the corporation’s next move. 

Must Obtain Writs. 

To enforce the injunction, Chrysler 
attorneys must obtain writs from cir- 
cuit court for arrest of the strikers. 
Service would devolve on Sheriff 
Thomas C. Wilcox. What action the 
corporation planned was undisclosed. 

To labor the Governor, in opening 
the conference, addressed a statement 
that while he sought to avoid use of 
force, “there is obviously a limit to 
this policy if orderly government, as 
we know it here, is to go on.’’ 

To management he said, “The re- 
fusal of backward employers to recog- 
nize properly the right to collective 
bargaining has contributed in good 
measure to the present unfortunate 
situation.”

Georgian Who Li 


icked Depression 


On Eroded Farm Is Bartow Leader 


Lewis Cowan, Who Rolled Up His Sleeves and Went to 
Work When Crash Came, Now Has Productive 
Plantation and High Place in Community. 


By RALPH McGILL. 

Lewis Cowan, holding the degrees 
of A.B. and Ph.D. from the Col- 
lege of Hard Work, is one of the 
great stories of the world of agri- 
culture in Georgia. 

The tremendous depression of 1920 
produced many stories. But none 
finer than the story of this man, past 
middle age, who rolled up his sleeves 
and beat the depression on a farm 
which, when he took it, was worn out 
and eroded. 

His story came out just by chance 
yesterday at Cartersville, where a 
small group gathered after a Rotary 
meeting to hear Dr. Cullen Gosnel, of 
Emory University, give his plans for 
aiding Cartersville and Bartow coun- 
ty in the formation of a county-wide 
forum and an Institute of Citizenship 
to be held, with the forum, on April 
9 and 10. 

Lewis Cowan left a farm when he 
was 19 years old, and went into busi- 


ness. 

In 1928 he bought an 86-acre farm 
near Emerson. He was doing well in 
his small mercantile and grocery busi- 
ness. 

The crash came in 1929 and de- 
spite Hoover's calm announcement the 
depression would be over in _ six 
months, it grew progressively worse. 


Store is Closed. 


Lewis Cowan was giving credit. 
There wasn’t much money with, cot- 
ton at five cents and other’ farm 
products at less. His customers could 
not pay. His shelves were getting 
bare. So was his till. 

He saw it couldn’t go on. So, he 
closed up and quit. 

He was a bit over 50 years old. 
He had lost nearly all he had. There 
was left his 86 acres of eroded farm 
land. There were gullies on it which 
a man could not cross without climb- 
ing down into them and out on the 
other side, 

He had enongh rioney Jett. ‘te. buy] 
two mules, some equipment “and 
enough supplies to last until he dould 
make a crop. 

There were three children to be edu- 
cated, two girls and a boy. 

Lewis Cowan is well past 50. I for- 
got to ask him his age. But he was 
no young man then. He had the stuff 
that made this country great, a de- 
termination to work and to be self- 
sufficient. He rolled up his sleeves 
and started in. 

Credit Ruled Out. 

“Fy made up my mind to just one 
thing,” he said. “I wasn’t going to 
get anything on credit and wasn’t 
going to pay money for any food I 
ate. I got me a tenant and I saw to 
it he had some chickens, a cow and a 
garden. That’s a rule.’ 

That was in 1930. 

You pass the 83 acres just before 


reaching Emerson on the Dixie high- 


There are no gullies on the rolling, 
rich acres today. 

The two daughters have had two 
years of college and are capable school 
teachers. The boy has a good job with 
a future. 

The grocery store owes Lewis Cow- 
an #380. He doesn’t owe them. 

He has four mules now. He has 
rotating crops. 

That first year his poor, eroded 
acreage produced three bales of cotton 
and 40 bushels of corn. 


Last year those same acres pro- 
duced 10 bales of cotton, 400 bushels 
of corn, 350 bushels of fine sweet po- 
tatoes, one of the most difficult vege- 
tables to grow in Georgia today; 400 
bales of hay, enough garden truck to 


fill up the pantry with canned beets, | 


corn, beans, greens, pickles, peas and 
other vegetables, enough Irish pota- 
toes to feed the family and have some 
left to sell, enough chickens to eat and 
sell with enough eggs for the saime 
use, and enough of other farm prod- 
ucts to put on the market. 

He didn’t buy a pound of meat. He 
raised it and had some to sell. He 
has his own cows and occasionally 
had one for the market, 

Swaps for Store Goods. 

He never uses money to purchase 
his coffee, tea or flour. He swaps his | 
own products. 

He has two tenants now. They both 
have to grow a garden, can food, | 
raise chickens and keep a cow. 

“One of my tenants “left me,” he 
said. “He said a garden was too 
much trouble.” 

“Tt’s almost impossible to raise good 
sweet potatoes in Georgia with the 
exception of a few sections. How did 
you manage?’ I asked. 

“There are two diseases,” he said, 
“which have swept Georgia. But I 
think much of the trouble is in han- 
dling. One year I had some spotted | 
potatoes, I decided it was caused from | 
pitching them around, So the next) 
year I'got some big, See cofttainers. And I) 
said, “I’m going to do all the potato | 
pitching. So we plowed around them 
and took them out of the ground and 


put them right in the containers and 
took them to the potato house. They 
were all sound and healthy.” 

No one will know what back-break- 
ing toil Lewis Cowan produced. He 
took a poor farm when hundreds were 
leaving good farms. And he made it 
a good farm and he is just getting go- 
ing at it. 

‘How'd you get rid of erosion?” 

“With terraces. After you stop the 
ground from washing it gets richer. 
We terraced and we filled the gullies. 
You can’t tell where they were.” 

Depression Beaten. 

He beat the depression 
started with it. 
farm. 

He finds time to be interested in 
civie affairs. He is to be chairman of 
the committee in his community which 
will arrange attendance at the forum 
in Cartersville when the speakers from 
Emory and Atlanta come in April. 

If the three Cowan children and 
Bartow county isn’t proud of this 
man who has accomplished a great 
deal by old-fashioned hard work and 
the old pioneer tradition of America, 
then Bartow county is making a mis- 
take. Lewis Cowan has done more to 
reflect credit on his county, himself 
and his country than have many of 
the men whose voices are heard loud 
in public affairs.

© TULSA, Okla., Tuesday.—We left for Muskogee yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock after a short drive around the city of Tulsa.

It is inter- 
esting, too, to see Italian and French houses; in fact, every type of archi- 
tecture is here in practically the center of the United States. They fit

“first time some Indians attended. Two of the younger ones were from 
‘the only Indian college in the United States, Bacone. Some Creek women, 
the older ones of the tribe, came to meet me and left a letter with me 
explaining some of their difficulties. It will have to be referred to the 
Secretary of the interior, Mr. Ickes, in Washington, as, of course, 1 can 
.do nothing but pass it along. 

An evening lecture and back in Tulsa by 11:30. Early to bed, for we 
were to leave at 9 this morning for Pawhuska in the Osage country. Mrs. 
Ruth Witt and Miss Dorothy McBirney called tor us and we started out. 
The sage country is hilly, much of the land is stony, though in the bot- 
toms it looks extremely fertile. : 

* However, one;cannot help wondering how the Indians were originally 
expected to get ¢nough from the fertile land available to feed an entire 
tribe. The Osages are the second richest tribe in the country because 
they seem to have had a wise chief who arranged with the government 
that their mineral rights, which are owned by the entire tribe, could never 
be sold. Oil and gas are everywiere on their land. 

Chief and Mrs. Lookout and their little grandson met us just before 
we got to the town. We drove through the streets in an open car es- 
corted by two very beautifully dressed Indians in full regalia riding on 
ponies. 

We reached the Indian council house and after a speech of welcome 
by the chief, the young braves did some dances for me. I have never 
seen more beautiful costumes and | was presented with two blankets, one 
of them embroidered in beads by Mrs. Lookout’s niece. She put it around 
my shoulder so | could sit in the council house with the blanket about 
me and look like the other women. It certainly was a great comfort and 
1 was glad to drape the blanket which Chief Lookout had given me over 
my knees. 

Mrs. May Todd Aaron gave me a most charming woodcut of the 
Osage dance, and what with a cake, flowers and books added to these, 
I returned to Tulsa laden down. The chief spoke his welcome in his 
own tongue and it had to be translated, but I listened with great interest 
because | had never heard a long speech in any Indian language before. 

I could not, however, distinguish any words as such, They all seemed 
like guttural sounds which flowed into each other rather rhythmically 
but had, to me, no beginning and no end. 1 am particularly glad to 
have the history of the people by John Mathews and I shall read it with 
_ thee ng Back in Tulsa a little after 1 and a lecture this afternoon at 3 
o’ clock.

Annual Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(4)— 
Senator Vandenberg, Michigan Re- 
publican, began a new drive in the 
senate today for a “pay-as-you-go” 
social security system. He charged 
that under the present system the 
government is “using a tax on labor, 
raised in the pious name of social 
security, to cushion’ the . general 
treasury.” 

Vandenberg attacked the present 
law when the senate began consid- 
eration of the treasury apprepriation 
bill, with its $500,000,000 initial al- 
lotment for the old-age reserve ac- 
count.

Reports From All Sections Indicate Final Tabulations Will 
Show 10 to 25 Per Cent Advance in Retail 
Trade Over One Year Ago.

With money in their pockets and 
prospects the best in years, southern- 
ers are on a buying spree for Waster.

Easter date, which has not given all 
spring flowers a chance to bloom, is 
contributing to the shortage.

U.S. PROBE FORCES 
SPY FIRM TO QUIT 


Senators Told 40-Year-Old 
Corporation’s Auxiliary 
Is No More. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(4)— 
The senate civil liberties committee 


heard testimony today that its investi- 
gation had forced the Corporations 
Auxiliary Company, a 40-year-old de- 
tective agency, out of business. 

Charles C. Parsons, secretary and 
treasurer of the Akron (Ohio) Em- 
ployers’ Association, testified his or- 
ganization had employed undercover 
operatives of the Corporations Auxil- 
iary Company, of Cleveland, but was 
not spending any more money for this 
sort of work “because Corporation 
Auxiliary has gone out of business.” 

Parsons said he had been told the 
company discontinued operations 
about February 1 because the commit- 
tee’s investigation had “indicated this 
was an outmoded thing.” 

Asked by Chairman La Follette, 
Wisconsin, Progressive, if he agreed 
that employment of spies in industry 
was outmoded, Parsons replied with 
a laugh: 

“I am inclined to think so now.”

Impossible To Operate Plant 
Usifig Georgia Fruits Un- 
der Bill, Says Head. . 


Garrett & Company, one of the 
leading firms of wine markers in the 
United States, yesterday announced 
through its president, Paul Garrett, 
that it will be impossible for it to 
operate a plant in Georgia, utilizing 
Georgia fruits in the manufacture of 
wine, under the new wine tax act as 


passed yesterday by the senate of the 
Georgia legislature. 


“It is with great reluctance,” said 
Mr. Garrett in a statement, “that 
we have to abandon the idea of in- 
ducing the farmers of Georgia to 
plant vineyards with a view ultimate- 
ly of having Georgia rival California 
in the production of wine.” 

Mr. Garrett points out that, under 
provisions of the Georgia wine law 
as passed in 1935, and with the as- 
surance of government officials that 
synthetic and fortified wines made 
outside of the state would not be per- 
mitted to be sold in Georgia, his firm 
decided to establish a winery in this 
state, choosing Atlanta as the site 
for their plant. 

“We rented suitable premises where 
"we would have room for expansion, 
began the installation of a plant and 
immediately began to collect all of the 
available fruits,” he explained. “We 
succeeded in buying several thousand 
tons of peaches, apples, berries, pears, 
etc. We were in position by Decem- 
ber 15 to offer to the publie good, 
sound, wholesome wine, made from 
scuppernong grapes, muscadine grapes, 
some blackberries and especially from 
peaches, pears and apples. 

“Peaches had cost us $65 per ton 
at the plant, pears perhaps a little 
more and apples had cost us $15 per 
ton delivered at the plant, good sound 
apples from which we were success- 
ful in producing a wine far superior 
to French Pommard. 

“The coming into the state of our 
company was based on the good faith 
we had in the Georgia wine law of 
1935 and on the assurances that the 
shipment of wines frem the outside 
into the state would be prevented. 

“However, under the wine tax law 
as adopted by the senate, levying 20 
cents per gallon on Georgia-made 
wines, 40 cents per gallon on 14 per 
cent wines shipped into the state and 
60 cents per gallon on fortified wines, 
there will be a differential of 8 1-3 
cents per bottle (fifths) or 2 cents 
per bottle on the popular size, which 
contains 1-20th of a gallon. 

“Under this differential the actual 
experience we have had within the 
last three months shows conclusively 
that it will be impossible for us to 
operate a plant in Georgia, utilizing 
Georgia fruits at the prices we have 
had to pay and whicgyjindoubtedly 
we will have to pay in fue future.”

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GARDENING 


Of course in order to be called a 
garden instead of a backyard we must 
have some form of horticulture out 
there. And since I am trying to 
change you from a spring gardener 
to an all summer gardener I am go- 
ing to suggest planting some fruit 
trees. You see in this climate we 
can have any kind of fruit that is not 
tropical, and the effort necessary 1s 
very little. In fact all necessary 
work is done in the spring when we 
are looking for jobs to be done any- 
way. So right away get out your 
pencil and paper to make notes of 
the kinds that you would like to have. 

Peaches should come quickly to 
mind, for Georgia is known all over 


the world for her peaches. And when 


you select them get some early va- 
rieties, some midseason and some 
late. In fact we follow this idea in 
choosing all kinds of fruit. Apples 
row well here, and one of my neigh- 
cave has one plum tree that grows 
enough plums for about five families 
to eat and to preserve. Speaking of 
preserves makes me remember figs. 
Not three varieties, but five or six. 

They can be put anywhere that you 
can allow 12 feet in diameter, and 
give some sunshine. They will never 
go begging as long as you can get 
cream from your dairyman. Then the 
conserve and preserve made from them 
will more ‘than repay you for your 
single effort of planting the tree. 
Some of us also liké the berry fruits, 
strawberry and youngberry being gen- 
eral favorites. Just a small patch of 
each will give many servings to your 
appreciative family. Fresh or pre- 
served. 

Why have I talked so much about 
fruits? Because you only have to do 
a little spring pruning, spraying and 
fertilizing and during the hot weather 
you sit in your out-of-door living room 
and enjoy the ripened fruit with no 
feeling that you should be up and

WATCH YOUR WINDOWS. 

Windows are fun to dress. Of 
course, you'll probably drag your hus- 
band from his paper long enough to 
hang them for you, but the fun is 
yours . . . the planning, the shopping 
for material, and the draping itself.

The curve of the bust depends upon 
weight, muscle tone and vitality, and 


with these three factors in mind it is 
possible to plan a program that will 
raise and mold the bust to better 


line. 

Although the breasts are glands, 
the pectoral muscles spread over the 
chest control their position. When 
these muscles are:strong, there is a 
naturally curved high bust line, but 
when muscle tone is lacking the line 
is lowered and there is a sagging ap- 
pearance. 

With excess weight the skin sur- 
rounding the breasts tends to take on 


fat and a strain is placed-on the sup- 

porting muscles. With marked under- 

weight and low vitality there is usual- 

y a shallow chest and underdeveloped 
ust. 

Bringing the weight up or down to 
normal is the first step in all figure 
improvement, and -it- is particularly 
important in normalizing bust 
contour. If you are excessively over- 
weight, restrict your calories. below 
your energy requirements. It is equal- 
ly important for the underweight to 
increase her vitality by raising her 
weight to normal. 

It is not always possible to reduce 
an abnormally la bust, but it is 
possible to strengthen the su 
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the small bust the position and con- 
tour are improved by strengthening 
and rounding out the muscle tissues. 

_ There is apparently little connec- 
tion: between glandular functioning 
and framework. A small girl may 
have a large bust for her slight frame, 
while the large-framed girl has a com- 
paratively small bust. The normal 
bust measurement -exceeds the chest 
by one inch to two and one-half 
inches. Frequently this measurement 
can be improved by raising the bust 
position. This can be done with exer- 
cise of the pectoral muscles through 
movements which bring the arms to 
shoulder level. 

No apparatus of any kind should 
ever be used directly on the breasts. 
The downward pressure of a binding 
brassiere does not reduce the large 
bust, but tends to break down the 
tissues and weaken the muscles to 
produce a‘ sagging condition.’ The up- 
lift design of the new brassiere is a 
decided improvement, both as to the 
health and figure. 

‘The exercises suggested in the bust 
and chest development leaflet and in 
the bust reducing leaflet are extreme- 
ly ‘effective in raising the bust posi- 
tion. These same exercises also firm 
the pendulous flesh on the under part 
of the upper arm.

Four freshmen at Florida were arrested for breaking into 
‘@ cafe and robbing some slot machines. This was a bit ironic, 
slot machines being the worst sort of robbers themselves. 

They were football players on the freshman squad. And 
$0, instead of the item being a one-paragraph story for the 
papers with a ‘14” head on it, it came to be a rather big news 
‘story. 

: This is one of the penalties an athlete pays. He 
should learn, and learn early, that he is news. And if 
he goes and fails in his studies or robs a till or holds up 
a citizen, and gets caught, he will become news with a 
good-sized headline written over the news. 


Plain Joe Smith may fail in his studies, get plastered in 
public, hold up a citizen or rob a till and no one thinks much 
about it. But Joe Smith the athlete is news. 


°  §o, the athletes must learn they have an obligation and a 
dutv which is a bit higher than that placed on the average 
student. The same is true of athletes in professional sport, but 
they have a wider working margin for showing feet of clay.

GAINESVILLE, Fla., March 17. 
(P)—Circuit Judge H. L. Sebring, 
former University of Florida football 
coach, sentenced one state college 


freshman foothall player to five years 
in prison today and paroled three 
others for breaking into a restaurant 
and looting slot machines. Pits 

Tommy Cook. 19, of Bradenton, 
Fla., pleaded guilty to two charges of 
breaking and entering the cafe. He 
heard himself sentenced to five years 
in prison and then asked the judge to 

lenient on the three others. 

John J. Berry Jr., 21, of Nashville, 
Tenn., and Ira L. Cross, 19, of 
Oneida, Tenn., also pleaded guilty to 
breaking and entering the restaurant. 
Kenneth Adelberg, 19, of Tampa, Fia., 
pleaded innocent to the breaking and 
entering charge but pleaded guilty to 
a charge of receiving stolen property. 

“I do not see how young men of 
your positions in life can find your- 
selves in such a situation,” Judge 
Sebring told Berry, Cross and Adel- 
berg. “I am going to defer passage 
of sentence at this time. This does 
not mean that you are acquitted of 
the charges. If at any time you do 
not conduct yourselves as gentlemen I 
will send you to the state peniten- 
tiary.”’ 


CAMPUS STATUS. 

University of Florida officials have 
not decided on the students’ campus 
status. President John J. Tigert said, 
when the boys were arrested, Dean of 
Students B. A. Tolbert would make a 
report and any action would be taken 
by the faculty committee on discipline.

If they leave the uni- 
versity, he sai@, Berry and Cross are 
to write Head Coach Josh Cody at 
least once a month and Alderberg is 
to report to State Attorney Rex Far- 
rior at Tampa. 

Cody, Tolbert, State Attorney J. ©. 
Adkins, Coach Willard Johnson and 
Assistant Coach W. P. Russell, of 
Hillsborough High school at ‘Tampa, 
und others recommended leniency for 
Berry, Cross and Adelberg. 


MOTHER DIES.

Cross’ 
father and Adelberg’s mother were iu 
court today. 

Police Chief W. B. Cahoon said 
police arrested Cross shortly after the 
second looting of the restaurant. He 
said the officers found a damaged 
slot machine nearby. MJBerry and 
Adelberg were arrested at the uni- 
versity but Cook fled to Brunswick, 
Ga., where he was taken into custody. 

Cahoon at that time described Cook 
as the ringleader of the freshman 
quartet. All four were held in jail 
here in default of $500 bond for 
Berry, Cross and Adelberag and $1,000 
bond for Cook. 


The police chief said two slot ma- 
chines containing about $60 to $75 
each were looted by the students.

CENTER JUMP 
IS RULED OUT 
BY RULES BODY 


Approved; Three-Sec- 
ond Rule Unchanged. 


CHICAGO, March 17.—4)—The 
center-jump was officially legislated 
out of basketball today, but the “three- 
second” rule held its page in the rule 
book. : 

The national rules committee ap- 
proved the recommendation from the 
Coaches’ association, that the jump 
at center, a traditional part of the 
game, be eliminated except at the start 
of regular and overtime periods, for a 
year’s testing period. The modifica- 
tion, result of a three-year experiment 
by members of the Pacific Coast con- 
ference’s southern division, passed the 
final test after the Big Ten had voted 
to give it a one-year trial next year, 
and the National Coaches’ Association 
voted by a 60 to 9 margin, to recom- 
mend adoption. 

The recommended revision of the 
“three-second” rule, which would have 
made possible partial return of the 
“bucket play,” failed to get by. The 
coaches yesterday voted by 42 to 25, 
to recommend that a player be allowed 
to remaih in the half of the free throw 
circle nearest the center of the floor 
indefinitely without possession of the 
ball. Adoption would have permitted 
tall sharpshooters to remain in the 
area to receive high passes and try 
for field goals from a fixed position 
on the floor. 

A recommendation by the coaches 
that team be permitted to decline free 
throw opportunities, instead taking 
the ball out of bounds along the side 
of the floor, was rejected, but ordered 
placed in next year’s questionnaire. 
Another proposal that somethin 
should be done to restrict the acti 
ties of exceptionally tall players cap- 
able of batting the ball away from the 
basket on opponents’ shots, was refer- 
red to the research committee.

Lawrence Tibbett Thinks Repeal 
W ould Be Good tor State Finances 


Liquor Always Cheap Here, He Finds, Because It Is Un- 
taxed; Star Sings Tonight in Birmingham, Then 
Returns for Concert Here Tomorrow. 


By RALPH T. JONES. 
Lawrence Tibbett, whose voice 
lifted him to fame in opera,,on 
concert stage, across the radio air 
Waves and on the screen, sat in his 
hotel room last night and discussed 
the future of opera in America, the 


probably repeal of prohibition in 
Georgia and the business side of the 
concert industry with equal aplomb. 

He is a most likeable chap, this 
American who has lifted himself to 
the top rank among vocalists, made 
himself recognized as the leading bari- 
tone in the world today. He is still a 
plain, straight spoken son of the Unit- 
ed States, despite his fame, and he 
likes to sit with a tall glass that 
contains tinkling ice and other ingre- 
dients and discuss polities, progress 
and the latest snappy story. 
He says that the concert business is 
booming all over the country. Crowds 
are bigger and enthusiasm is reaching 
new heights. 

No Movies for Two Years. 

“For the next two years,” he said, 
‘“G’m going to devote all my atten- 
tion to concerts. No motion pictures 
for that time, at least. Not as much 
money, perhaps, in concert work, but 


has 
the 


‘tits a far happier life. Hollywood does 


not suit me. Too much movie talk, too 
much strain and too much _ constant 
anxiety. I got away from there as 
soon as I felt independent enough.” 

Tibbett will spend the most of the 
coming two years in Europe. his first 
concert trip over the Atlantic. He is 
looking forward with pleasant antici- 
pation to his first recital in Covent 
Garden, London, and believes he will 
find British audiences delightful to 
sing to. Also, he thinks the smaller 
size of the average English concert 
hall will contribute to better and more 
artistic performances. 
“In America,” he said, “they..have 
gone in too much for size. I'd ner 
sing before a smaller crowd than the 
ones you find in the average American 
auditorium. They are -teo large for 
trne appreciation of the’ voice.” 

He has just finished a series of ap- 
pearances with the Philadelphia Sym- 
pkony orchestra, under the baton of 
Conductor Ormandy and declared that 
organization to be the finest orchestra 
in America today. 

Grand Opera Coming Back. 
_ As to grand opera. He believes it 
is coming back. Some day soon he ex- 


pects to.see the “road”. cities, such’ as 
Atlanta, again enjoying their annual 


visits of the Metropolitan, the Chicago 
or other great opera companies, 

But he believes that opera, to be 
really successful in America, must be 
sung in English. 

“After all,” he says, “to create an 
operatic tradition, your audiences must 
understand what it’s all about. Other- 
wise they. simply go a few times to 
lear a group of famous singers in an 
occasional familiar aria. But opera is, 
primarily, drama with music and. un- 
til the American public can follow and 
understand the dramatic part of the 
performance, they're not going to be- 
come steady operagoers and provide 
the popular background that is neces- 
sary if any antion is to achieve an 
opera tradition.” 


And, as for the action of the Geor- 
gia house in voting for repeal, he 
thought it an excellent idea. 

“T’ve never found it difficult to get 
any good liquor desired in Georgia,” 
he said. “In fact, it is cheaper in this 
state than in wet states, because the 
purveyor doesn’t have to pay a tax. 
It seems to me it would be better if 
ihe state was getting some revenue 
from the industry.” 

Tibbett leaves this morning for Bir- 
mingham, where he sings tonight, and 
then returns to Atlanta for the con- 
ecrt he is to give Friday night at the 
Georgia theater as one of the bigger 
attractions of the All-Star Concert Se- 
ries for this season. 

Friday, he said, would mainly be 
spent in. bed, resting after the Bir- 
mingham appearance and preparing to 
give the best he has to the Atlanta 
Addience. which he regards as one of 
the most discriminating, and at the 
same time appreciative, in the entire 
eountry.

IV—Rainfall and Storms. 

The mountains and highlands of 
the Sahara desert receive some inches 
of rainfall each year, but the great 
sandy wastes are favored with very 
little. In some parts, years have 
gone by with no record of a drop 
of rain. Days do come, however, when 
there are showers, even great down- 
pours which may be called ‘‘cloud- 
bursts.”

cannot quénch. Downward the was 
ter ‘sinks, downward until only itd 
memory is left behind. Some of th 
water which seeps into the desert 
forms into underground rivers, and 
there are underground lakes as well. 
In many parts, layers of clay soil 
under the deep sand keep the watez 
from sinking farther down. Artesian 
wells have been dug in certain spot 
and have given a steady supply pe 
water—thanks to the rainfall being 
caugt by the clay beds. 
There is another kind of deser@ 
stornr which» gives: no: water... It ig 
known as a “simoon.” A hot, dry 
wind blows, and clouds of dust arg 
swept through the air. This is @ 
terror to travelers who are caucht im 
its path. They cover their faces with 
eloth, and lie low 6® the ground. Ofte 
en they lie just. behind their cronch¢ 
ing camels. Th camels are able td 
keep out dust and sand by closing 
their nostrils, but for extra safety the 
animals bury their noses in the sand 
during a simoon. The storm may lasé 
anly five mr 10 minutes, or it ma 
last several hours. If the traveler 
escape with their lives, they are likely 
| to find thems«lves nearly covered wit 
dust and sand. | : 
' Sandstorms of the simoon  typé 
sometimes blow northward over thd 
Mediterranean sea. They have been 
Galled “the eurse of Sicily.”

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NEW YORK, March 17.—(?)— 
Traders opened the throttle on the 
rails in today’s stock market and lead- 
ing issues in this line were given 
a fast run for gains 8f fractions to 
3 points at the best. 

Many former favorites, however, 
failed to get aboard and at the close 
losses up to a point or more were 
widely distributed. While the trans- 


portaton section marked up new highs 
for the year or longer, the finish here 
was under the day's tops. 

Carriers had the benefit of over- 
night news concerning a “complete” 
and satisfactory agreement between 
the roads and unions on a compro- 
mise pension program which is ex- 
pected to return about $50,000,000 to 
the pockets of the systems this year. 
In addition early figures on last week’s 
freight loadings indicated a more than 
seasonal increase. 

But all was not sunshine in the 
financial district. Clouding the scene 
were continuing labor difficulties, di- 
verse opinions on inflation and anoth- 
er sharp break in United States gov- 
ernment: securities and low-yield cor- 
porate bonds. Reported federal sup- 
port rallied the federals at one time. 
They again wavered before the conclu- 
sion of dealings. 

The Associated Press average of 60 
stocks was unchanged at 73.7, despite 
an advance in the rail composite of 
1.2 points. Industrials were off .7 
and the utilities edged up .1. 

Activity was pronounced in the first 
and last hours, but intervening pe- 
riods were slow. ‘Transfers totaled 
2,123,930 shares compared with 1,750,- 
150 yesterday. : 

Notwithstanding an optimistic mid- 
week survey of Iron Age, steels were 
rather friendless from the beginning. 
United States Steel kicked up a brief 
rally in the afternoon, but lacked any 
sustained follow-up and slipped in 
the final lap. It was off 5-8 of a 
point net at 121 1-2. Bethlehem ran 
into last-minute bumps and ended off 
2 3-4 at 98 3-4. 

Although Chrysler strikers defied 

the court’s eviction order, and this 
company’s labor difficulties were 
hazier than ever, “K” was on the up- 
side the greater part of the time and 
was only off 1-4 at 127 1-2 when the 
final gong sounded. General Motors 
lost 1 3-8 at 64 1-8. 
Qutstanding rail performers includ- 
ed Santa Fe at 85 3-4, New York Cen- 
tral at 54 3-4 (this stock opened with 
a block of 12,000 shares and was the 
most active issue of the session), Great 
Northern 53 7-8, Southern Pacific 65, 
Baltimore & Ohio 40, Erie 23, Lacka- 
wanna 24, Pennsylvania 49 7-8, South- 
ern Railway 43 1-4 and Northern Pa- 
cific 35 3- : 
St. Joseph Lead and National Lead 
dipped when the price of lead was 
knocked down another $5 a ton. 
Other losers included Westinghouse 
at 145 1-2, American Smelting 99 5-8, 
Cerro de Pasco 80, Sears Roebuck 
94, Montgomery Ward 67, Woolworth 
52 7-8, Loew's 78, Douglas Aircraft 
64 1-2, Texas Corp. 57 3-8 and Con- 
tinental Oil 43. 

Standard Oil of New Jersey drop- 
ped 1 1-8 at 72 1-8 following seizure 
by the Bolivian government of the 
company’s holdings in that country. 
American Rolling Mill retreated 
1 5-8 to 39 7-8. Stockholders will be 
asked to vote on a convertible prefer- 
red stock issue of $60,000,000 to fund 
outstanding indebtedness and provide 
new capital.

10 BOMBS DROPPED 
“ON SPANISH REBELS: 


Loyalists Pepart Savage 
Hand - to- Hand Fighting 
on Guadalajara Front. 


MADRID, March 18. —(Thursday) 
(UP)—A strong Loyalist counter-of- 
fensive, launched last night after 55 
government warplanes bombed and 
strafed Rebel lines, drove up the Ta- 
junta river valley on the Guadala- 
jara front today. Savage hand-to- 
hand ‘fighting was reported. 

The war office said the attack was 
“progressing satisfactorily” and that 
the Rebels were “gradually yielding 
ground” near Brihuego after 700 


bombs were dropped on Rebel con- 
centrations. 

The fighting began suddenly after 
a two-day aerial and artillery bom- 
bardment along the entire Guadala- | 
jara front. 

On the heels of the aerial 
Loyalist militia swept from the vil- 
lage of Moranchel, which they cap- 
tured Wednesday, and drove the Reb- 
els back in a night attack. 

The attack came after Rebel planes 
bombed the highway junction at Al- 
cala de Henares, between Guadalajara 
and Madrid.
